Secretary’s  Annual  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 

The  ebb  and  flow  of  life’s  ocean-tide  has  brought  us  again  to 
the  threshold  of  a new  year. 

The  tuneful  Christmas  bells  have  just  ceased  their  joyous 
chiming,  telling  of  that  glad  time  when  “ Angels  bending  near 
the  earth  to  touch  their  harps  of  gold,”  gave  the  key-note  to 
the  heavenly  music  that  ever  since  has  floated  over  all  this 
weary,  sin-cursed  world,  hushing  its  clamor  and  strife  with 
sweetest  message  of  peace  and  good-will,  and  with  its  divine 
melody  bringing  hope  and  cheer  to  those  whose  forms  are 
bending  low  beneath  life’s  crushing  load.” 

The  old  year  has  been  laid  to  rest,  and  above  his  grave  win- 
ter’s cold  winds  have  sung  their  mournful  requiem  ; but  before 
we  begin  the  work  and  responsibility  of  another  year,  it  is 
both  fitting  and  customary  to  take  a retrospective  view  of  the 
past  twelve  months. 

To  five  of  our  inmates  has  come  the  summons  to  “ Enter  into 
the  joy  of  their  Lord.”  Mr.  James  Giffin  in  January  ; Mrs. 
Fannie  Fern  in  March  ; Mrs.  Elizabeth  Armstrong  in  April ; 
Mrs.  Josephine  Dahl  in  August,  and  Mrs.  Catharine  Brown  in 
September. 

From  the  weakness  and  infirmity  of  old  age,  and  from  its 
loneliness,  they  have  gone  to  that  land, 

“ Where  the  roses  of  youth  never  fade  from  the  cheek. 

And  the  lips  never  murmur  farewell.” 

Happy,  blessed  change  ! Was  it  not  said  “ And  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes,  and  there  shall  be  no  more 
death,  neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any 
more  pain,  for  the  former  things  are  passed  away.” 

Two  members  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Tilton 
and  Mrs.  R.  A.  Mudgley,  have  gone  to  be  with  Christ,  which 
is  far  better. 

These  names  stand  out  pre-eminent  as  faithful,  zealous  work- 
ers for  the  Home  ever  since  its  organization,  and  we  not  only 
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deplore  their  loss  to  this  Institution,  but  we  also  feel  a sense 
of  personal  bereavement  as  we  realize  that  our  friends,  our  sis- 
ters, will  meet  with  us  no  more. 

How  rapidly  our  numbers  are  increasing  in  Heaven  ! We 
feel  like  walking  very  softly  before  the  Lord  when  we  remem- 
ber that  so  many  of  these  glorified  spirits  have  been  our  com- 
panions here  below.  Their  voices  come  back  to  us  from  the 
distant  shore,  bringing  sweet  memories  of  days  departed,  but 
not  forgotten,  e’er  yet  for  them  “ The  silver  cord  was  loosed  or 
the  golden  bowl  broken.” 

On  the  dear  familiar  faces  of  some  of  our  number,  during  the 
year  bereavement  and  loss  have  set  their  seal  of  sorrow,  and 
while  we  long  to  comfort,  and  would  fain  whisper  of  the  Divine 
ministry  of  suffering,  yet  we  refrain,  for 

“ Who  shall  so  forecast  the  years 
And  find  in  loss  a gain  to  match; 

Or  reach  a hand  through  time  to  catch 
The  far-off  interest  of  tears.” 

Only  God  can  comfort ; and  He  will  so  sweeten  life’s  bitter 
cup  that  even  the  darkest  cloud  will  soon  reveal  its  silver  lin- 
ing, and  the  heart  that  mourns  its  broken  chords  will  sing  His 
sweetest  songs. 

We  turn  from  these  hallowed  memories  to  record  the  work 
of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  faithfulness  of  the  Lawn  Committee  our 
grounds  were  in  such  fine  condition  as  to  be  entirely  available 
for  a Lawn  Party,  which  was  held  in  June,  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  D Hoyt  ; and  notwithstanding  the  fact  of  the  first  day 
being  stormy  it  was  decidedly  successful,  and  netted  a sum 
entirely  satisfactory.  Among  those  who  contributed  largely 
toward  its  success  were  the  Citizens  Electric  Illuminating  Co.,  • 
who  erected  the  poles  and  lighted  the  grounds,  and  Mr. 
Stephen  M.  Randall,  who  inclosed  the  grounds,  erected  the 
music  stand  and  laid  the  floors  for  the  booths,  all  gratuitously. 

Our  Annual  Fair  was  held  at  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of 
Music  November  14th,  15th  and  16th,  and  though  it  was  not 
as  successful  as  we  would  have  wished  it  to  be,  yet  in  view  of 
the  numberless  other  fairs  held  at  the  same  time,  and  the  other 
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and  sadder  fact  that  with  the  flight  of  years  the  interest  seems 
to  have  abated,  we  are  thankful. 

Yet  while  the  fact  remains  apparent  that  the  falling  off  in 
the  net  proceeds  of  the  fairs  of  the  last  three  years  is  most 
discouraging,  we  still  question  if  it  would  be  possible  to  raise 
an  equivalent  sum  as  easily  by  any  other  method. 

Our  Standing  Committees  are  models  of  faithfulness  in  their 
respective  lines  of  work. 

On  any  and  all  occasions  one  may  find  some  member  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  at  the  Home,  looking  after  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  old  people,  and  to  sit  at  the  table  and 
partake  of  the  excellent  food  provided,  is  tangible  evidence  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  Table  Committee,  To  see  that  the 
“ family  ” is  comfortably  and  neatly  appareled  is  a task  that 
demands  much  care  and  fore-thought  on  the  part  of  the  Ward- 
robe Committee.  This  we  will  readily  understand  when  we 
remember  the  size  of  the  “ family.” 

The  Furnishing  Committee  see  to  the  replenishing  and  ren- 
ovation of  the  furniture. 

The  religious  Committee  have  charge  of  the  services  at  the 
Home  on  the  Sabbath  and  prayer  meeting  on  Tuesday  of  each 
week. 

The  Committee  on  the  Sick  do  all  in  their  power  to  assist 
our  physicians,  and  lighten  the  burden  of  our  matron  in  her 
care  of  the  invalids. 

The  Reading  Committee  entertain  our  old  people  in  a most 
delightful  manner,  and  the  Library  Committee  cater  to  their 
literary  tastes. 

The  Fancy  Work,  Home  Work,  Application,  Investigation, 
Finance,  Printing  and  Auditing  Committees  all  go  on  in  the 
even  tenor  of  their  way,  discharging  every  duty  that  is  incum- 
bent upon  them. 

The  small  percentage  of  deaths  among  so  large  a number  of 
very  old  people,  speaks  not  only  of  the  skill  of  our  physicians 
and  the  unfailing  care  of  our  esteemed  matron,  but  is  evidence 
conclusive  of  the  faithfulness  of  our  Sanitary  Committee. 

Time  and  space  fail  us  in  which  to  tell  of  the  care  and 
prayerful  forethought  taken  by  the  officers  and  managers  from 
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our  beloved  President  down  to  the  quietest  worker  among  us, 
to  maintain  the  best  interests  of  this  institution. 

God  has  been  with  us  and  blessed  us  in  a most  signal  man- 
ner, and  has  opened  many  avenues  and  channels  through  which 
the  money,  so  much  needed,  has  come  to  us. 

To  the  King’s  Daughters  and  Epworth  Leaguers  we  cannot 
be  too  grateful,  for  they  have  brought  comfort  and  cheer  to 
the  inmates  in  many  ways.  The  Wayside  Helpers  of  St.John’s 
brought  a donation  of  fifty-one  pairs  of  crocheted  slippers,  a 
pair  for  every  beneficiary. 

The  In-as-much  circle  gave  oranges  and  a beautiful 
screen  for  the  reception  room. 

The  What-we-can  circle  remembered  their  room  by  presents 
of  flowers  and  a rocking  chair. 

The  Comforting  Circle  gave  an  entertainment ; also  Charity 
Ten  and  others. 

The  Whatsoever  Circle  of  Hanson  Place,  gave  an  entertain- 
ment December  27th  that  has  not  been  surpassed  in  interest 
shown  or  pleasure  given  by  any  previous  occasion. 

The  Epworth  Leaguers  have  been  most  kind.  The  Sunday 
Schools  of  New  York  Avenue,  of  Sim'pson  and  Hanson  Place 
have  each  laid  us  under  special  obligations. 

Embury,  Greenpoint,  Fleet  Street,  Eighteenth  Street,  Grace 
Church,  South  Second,  DeKalb  Avenue  and  Russell  Place 
have  each  remembered  the  Methodist  Home  in  song  or 
prayer  service  or  in  gifts. 

Our  honored  physicians,  Drs.  N.  L.  North  and  B.  L. 
Houghton  with  our  consulting  physician,  Dr.  Lewis  Z.  Pilcher 
are  prompt  to  answer  every  call,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  take 
up  their  valuable  time  to  care  for  God’s  old  people. 

Our  learned  counsel,  Mr.  H.  C.  M.  Ingraham,  is  our  author- 
ity on  all  legal  matters,  and  has  watched  over  the  interests  of 
the  Home  gratuitously  ever  since  its  organization. 

To  the  many  other  friends  of  this  institution  who  have  con- 
tributed in  various  ways  toward  its  maintenance,  but  whose 
names  time  and  space  forbid  us  to  mention,  we  extend  the 
heartfelt  thanks,  not  only  of  every  member  of  the  Board,  but 
of  every  beneficiary  of  the  Home. 
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And  now  as  “tempus  fugit”  seems  to  be  the  watch-word  of 
this  rushing,  hurrying  world  of  ours,  we  must  heed  the  warn- 
ing lest  we  infringe  upon  the  time  devoted  to  other  and  more 
interesting  features  of  this  occasion,  and  also  weary  you  by 
reason  of  our  much  speaking. 

Beloved,  over  the  swell  of  life’s  ocean-tide  to-night  bends  for 
many  of  us  an  autumn  sky. 

The  placid  sea  of  youth’s  fair  spring-time,  on  whose  broad 
bosom  we  so  gaily  sent  out  the  ships,  freighted  with  the  fond- 
est hopes  of  our  lives,  has  given  place  to  the  great  surging 
deep,  in  whose  cruel  depths  many  a hope-laden  bark  has  foun- 
dered, and  on  whose  out-going  tide  many  of  our  dear  ones 
have  sailed  away  to  the  Port  of  Peace. 

“ The  gleam  of  their  snowy  robes  we  see,  but  their  voices 
are  drowned  in  the  rushing  tide.”  Yet  though  wreck  and  loss

Doctor’s  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
Home  for  the  Aged. 

Ladies: — It  is  understood  that  among  a house  full  of  very 
old  people  we  have  sickness  all  the  time.  Still  we  may  say 
truly  that  during  the  year  1895,  just  past,  the  inmates  of  your 
noble  Institution  have  been  comparatively  healthy,  and  the 
death-rate  has  been  gratifyingly  low,  all  things  considered. 

That  it  is  possible  to  say  this,  it  is  believed  that  much 
depends  upon  the  fact  of  the  healthful  situation  of  your  build- 
ing, the  single  room  feature  of  its  division,  the  plan  of  its  heat- 
ing, plumbing,  etc.,  and  that  you  gave  it  the  thorough  renovat- 
ing,  cleansing  and  decorating  in  the  early  season. 

Then  as  an  added  reason  for  the  comfort  and  healthfulness 
of  the  old  people,  I note  the  careful  and  conscientious  work  of 
your  several  Committees,  of  whom  your  Committee  on  the 
Sick  I most  frequently  meet,  and  to  whom  I must  again 
heartily  acknowledge  my  obligations  for  their  prompt  and  effi- 
cient action  in  all  cases  of  sickness.  Then  again  the  prompt 
and  early  attention  to  the  sick  given  by  your  Matron,  with  the 
good  judgment  shown  in  the  administration  of  simple  and 
early  remedies  that  may  so  properly  be  given  before  the 
arrival  of  the  physician,  has  had  much  to  do  in  the  line  of  pre- 
vention of  serious  sickness,  for  which  I think  Mrs.  Bicknell 
deserves  much  credit. 

I would  not  forget  to  mention — though  it  be  a repetition — 
the  fact  that  the  old  people  so  kindly  and  so  willingly  help 
each  other,  some  who  are  not  themselves  strong,  giving  unre- 
mitting attention  to  the  very  weak. 

With  my  congratulations  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the 
successes  of  the  year,

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  The  Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
Home  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn.  Passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  May  10,  1883. 

Chapter  363. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Voorhies,  Mrs.  Wm.  I.  Preston,  Mrs.  Joseph  F. 
Knapp,  Mrs.  Mary  V.  Phillips,  Mrs.  George  Copeland,  Mrs.  John  French, 
Mrs.  Joshua  A.  Gascoigne,  Mrs.  Oliver  L.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Lewis  S.  Pilcher, 
Mrs.  Noah  Loder,  Mrs.  Griffin  B.  Halsted,  Mrs.  John  Truslow,  Mrs.  H.  C. 
M.  Ingraham,  Mrs.  Albion  P.  Strout,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now 
associated  or  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  and  their  successors,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a body  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “ The  Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
Home,”  with  power  to  establish,  maintain  and  conduct,  in  the  City  of 
Brooklyn,  in  Kings  County  and  State  of  New  York  an  institution  where 
may  be  provided  for  the  aged  and  infirm  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  a comfortable  residence,  with  board,  clothing,  employment, 
medical  aid  and  other  necessary  care  and  attendance  and  their  accustomed 
religious  privileges,  and  at  their  death  to  provide  for  their  respectable 
burial. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  adopt  a constitution,  to 
enact  by  laws  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  State  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  the  management 
of  its  affairs,  the  election  or  appointment  of  its  managers,  the  election  of 
its  officers  and  protection  of  its  property  ; and  the  property  and  concerns 
of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a board  of  so  many  managers,  and 
of  such  officers  as  shall  be  designated  by  its  constitution  or  by-laws.  Such 
managers  or  officers  may  be  females. 

Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  ten  managers  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  by-laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise, 
bequest  or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer  and  convey  for  the  purposes 
of  said  Home,  any  real  and  personal  property,  so  far  forth  as  the  same  is 
in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  and  not  otherwise,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  law  relating  to  charitable  institutions. 

Sec.  5.  This  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  and  be  subject 
to  the  provisions,  restrictions  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  third  title  of 
the  eighteenth  chapter  of  part  first  of  revised  statutes.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  OF  THE  SOCIETY, 

This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  “Brooklyn  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  Home,”  and  wherever  it  is  designated  “Society,”  “Family,”  or 
“Home”  in  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  or  records,  it  is  to  betaken,  and 
deemed  to  be,  the  same  as  the  Corporate  name  itself. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  provide  for  aged  and  infirm  men 
and  women , members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church , a comfortable 
residence,  with  board,  clothing,  religious  privileges,  medical  and  other 
necessary  attendance.  Also,  in  the  event  of  death,  to  give  them  respectable 
burial,  and  for  these  purposes  to  raise  funds. 

ARTICLE  III. 

APPLICANTS. 

Section  1.  Applicants  not  less  than  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  who 
have  no  adequate  means  of  support,  or  relatives  to  provide  for  them,  who 
have  been  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
ten  years,  the  last  five  of  which  they  shall  have  been  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Brooklyn,  who  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the  Church  of  which  they  shall  have  been 
members  at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  their  application,  or  by 
them  jointly  with  the  Pastor  and  Stewards  of  the  Church  from  which  they 
have  been  transferred,  may  be  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  in  conformity  with  the  By-Laws.  Cases  of  extreme  urgency, 
considered  worthy,  but  not  coming  within  these  restrictions,  shall  lie  over 
for  one  month  for  decision,  and  require  a two-third  vote  of  the  full  Board, 
or  a three  fourth  vote  of  those  present  at  a meeting  to  entitle  them  to  ad- 
mission. 

Sec.  2.  The  conditions  in  Section  1,  relating  to  the  time  of  church  mem- 
ship  shall  not  apply  to  Ministers  of  the  East  New  York  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  their  wives. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  afflicted  with  insanity,  epilepsy,  or 
other  diseases  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  might  be 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  4.  Any  inmate  of  the  Home  who  shall  become  so  diseased  in  mind 
or  body  as  to  seriously  interfere  with  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  family, 
shall,  upon  the  advice  of  the  physician,  be  removed  to  some  more  suitable 
institution  or  place.  The  Home  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  support  of  such 
persons  after  their  removal,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
Board  of  Managers  from  providing  such  support  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Annual  Members. — The  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1)  annually 
shall  constitute  a person  a member  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  Life  Members. — The  payment  of  twemy-five  dollars  ($25)  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  a member  for  life.' 

Sec.  3.  Benefactors. — The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  at  one 
time  shall  constitute  a Benefactor. 

Sec.  4.  Life  Patrons. — The  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  shall 
constitue  the  person  a Life  Patron. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Benefactor  or  Life  Patron  shall  be  entitled  to  a seat  and  the 
privilege  of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  names  of  Life  Members,  Benefactors  and  Life  Patrons  shall 
be  printed  in  each  annual  report. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  AND  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January  of 
each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  determine. 
The  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  shall  be  read  at  such 
meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  held,  on  the  call  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  by  public  notice  of  the  same  sent  to  the  Pastors  of  the 
several  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  city,  to  be  read  from  the 
pulpit. 

Sec.  3.  Thirty  members  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICERS. 

The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of  Female 
Managers,  elected  from  the  various  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  at  the 
annual  meeting.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  fifty  members, 
which  number  may  be  increased  as  the  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
direct. 

The  several  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn  may 
be  each  represented  by  two  or  more  Managers,  who  shall  be  annual  con- 
tributors to  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  within  one  month  after  their  election, 
and  from  their  own  body  choose,  by  ballot,  or  otherwise,  a President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Recording  Secretary, an  Assistant  Secretary, 
a Corresponding  Secretary  and  such  Standing  Committees  as  the  By-Laws 
may  require,  who  shall  serve  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
be  elected. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS, 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  once  a month  at  such 
time  and  .place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  By-Laws  or  determined  by  the 
Board  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, appoint  Committees,  make  Contracts,  appoint  agents,  employ  help, 
and  control  all  the  arrangements  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  benevo- 
lent purposes  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  that  may 
occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Manager  absent  from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the 
Board  without  presenting  sufficient  excuse,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Board  by  the  Secretary,  and  may  be  dropped  by  a two-third  vote  of  all 
present. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Managers  to  solicit  contributions  especially 
in  their  respective  Churches,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  with 
a list  of  the  contributors. 

Sec.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  on  the  written 
request  of  five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  7.  Fifteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PRESIDENT — VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  In  her  absence 
the  Vice-President  next  in  order  shall  take  her  place,  and  if  there  be  no 
Vice-President  at  the  meeting,  a President  pro- tem  may  be  chosen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preserve  order,  and  in  all  equal 
divisions  of  the  Board  to  give  the  casting  vote.  The  President  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Seal  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  of  the  Society.  She  shall  keep 
proper  books  of  account,  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements  and  all 
other  financial  affairs  connected  with  the  Society,  which  shall  be  at  all 
times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers. 

She  shall,  under  advice  of  the  Finance  Committee,  keep  all  uninvested 
money  of  the  Society  on  deposit  in  some  safe  Savings  Bank  or  Trust  Com- 
pany in  the  corporate  name  of  the  Society,  subject  to  the  order  of  its  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer.  She  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  of  the  Board,  in  respect  to  all  investments  and  other  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  Society. 

She  shall  pay  ail  bills  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  honor  all 
orders  of  the  Board  on  the  Treasury  when  properly  certified  by  the  Secre- 
tary. All  payments  shall  be  made  by  check  as  far  as  practicable.  She 
shall  report  in  writing  the  state  of  the  funds,  and.  whenever  required, 
exhibit  her  books,  vouchers  and  securities  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

She  shall  make  a full  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  past  year,  and  prepare  a list  of  the  names  of  contributors 
for  publication. 

ARTICLE  X. 

RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  give  notice  of  all  meetings,  notify  officers  of  their  elec- 
tion, furnish  the  Chairman  of  each  committee  the  names  of  the  members 
of  such  committee. 

She  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  granted,  or  expenditures 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  She  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  make  an  appropriate  record  of  all  wills  under 
which  the  Society  may  be  interested,  and  of  all  action  of  the  Board,  and 
other  information  relating  thereto. 

She  shall  keep  a Register  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  do  such  other 
work  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society,  keep  a copy  of  all  letters  sent,  file  all  communications  received, 
and  prepare  the  annual  report. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

ADVISORY  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  shall 
elect,  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  determine,  an  Advisory  Board,  which  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  fifteen  laymen,  residents  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn, 
and  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may,  when  desirable,  request  the  counsel  of  the 
Advisory  Board  upon  any  matters  of  great  importance  in  the  interest  of 
the  Home. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  an  annual  meeting  or  a special  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  2.  No  amendment,  addition  to,  or  repeal  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be 
made  except  at  a regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  notice  of  such  proposed 
changes  having  been  given  at  a previous  regular  meeting. 

Sec  3.  Any  of  the  By-Laws  or  rules  may  be  suspended  by  a two-thirds 
vote  of  all  the  Managers,  or  by  a unanimous  vote  of  those  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS— ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  :

ARTICLE  II. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  first  stated  meeting  after  the 
annual  election,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees  : 

No.  1.  The  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  Standing  Committees,  hereafter  named, 
embracing  twenty-five  members.

No.  2.  Visiting  Committee , to  consist  of  twenty-four  members. 

No.  3.  Table  Committee  to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  4.  Furnishing  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  5.  Application  Committee,  to  consist  of  (see  Article  7). 

No.  6.  Investigation  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  7.  Church  Committee . to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  8.  Wardrobe  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

No.  9.  Commit  tee  on  the  Sick,  to  consist  of  twelve  members. 

No.  10.  Committee  on  Case  and  Fancy  Work,  to  consist  of  six  members.

No.  13.  Reading  Committee,  to  consist  of  seven  members.

No.  17.  Auditing  Committee , to  consist  of  three  members. 

No.  18.  Reception  Committee,  to  consist  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Appli- 
cation and  Investigation  Committees,  and  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  special  committees,  from 
time  to  time,  as  circumstances  may  require. 

ARTICLE  III. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  1.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  on 
the  fourth  Thursday  in  each  month,  at  2.30  P.  M.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on 
the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the  committee.  This  committee 
may  consider  and  act  upon  any  matter  that  may  arise  in  the  interim  of 
Board  meetings.  They  shall  engage  the  help  employed  in  the  Home,  as- 
sign their  duties  and  fix  their  wages 

They  shall  give  general  directions  for  the  government  of  the  family. 
They  shall,  in  the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  make  a careful  inven- 
tory of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  Home,  and  enter  the  same  in  a 
suitable  book. 

They  shall  enter  their  deliberations  in  a minute  book  and  report  their 
proceedings  to  the  Board . 

ARTICLE  IV. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  2.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  be  divided  into  twelve  classes  of 
two  each  for  the  twelve  months  of  the  year.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to 
visit  the  Home  not  less  than  twice  each  week  during  the  month.  They 
shall  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  condition  and  wants  of  the 
inmates,  and  enter  their  observations  in  the  minute-book,  which  book  is  to 
be  sent  on  the  last  day  of  their  month  to  the  succeeding  class  of  the  com- 
mittee, for  which  purpose  a list  of  the  committee  is  to  be  kept  in  the  book. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TABLE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  3.  The  Table  Committee  shall  make  all  purchases  of  provisions, 
groceries,  coal  and  wood.  They  shall  arrange  for  one  of  their  number  to 
be  present  at  the  Home  during  one  day  in  each  week  to  observe  whether 
the  food  supply  be  of  sufficient  quantity  and  well  prepared,  and  enter  their 
report  in  the  minute-book  of  the  committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

FURNISHING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  4.  The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  purchase  all  furniture  and 
household  dry  goods  necessary  for  the  Home. 

They  shall  keep  a record  of  all  purchases  in  the  minute-book  of  said 
committee,  and  also  enter  therein  such  observations  as  they  may  deem 
desirable  to  come  before  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

THE  APPLICATION  COMMITTEE. 

No.  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a chairman,  to  serve  one 
year,  who,  together  with  the  Managers  of  each  several  church,  shall  be  a 
standing  committee  to  receive  applications  for  admission  from  such  church, 
the  name  of  the  applicant  to  be  placed  on  file  until  a vacancy  may  occur, 
when  such  applicant  shall  be  requested  to  appear  before  the  committee. 
They  shall  diligently  inquire  into  the  character  and  circumstances  of  the 
applicant  in  conformity  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  enter  the  casein 
the  minute  book  of  the  committee,  and  present  such  report  at  the  next 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  INVESTIGATION. 

No.  6.  All  applications  for  admission  to  the  Home,  which  shall  be  enter- 
tained by  the  Board,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  thoroughly  investigate  each  case,  to  read  and  explain  to  the  ap- 
plicant the  rules  of  the  Home,  impress  the  obligation  of  their  observance, 
enter  their  deliberations  in  the  minute  book  of  said  committee  and  report 
it  to  the  Board,  together  with  the  certificate  of  the  Home  Physician  that 
the  applicant  is  not  ineligible  under  the  Constitution,  Art.  3,  Sec  3. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

CHURCH  COMMITTEE. 

No.  7.  The  Church  Committee  shall  provide  the  regular  means  of  grace, 
namely  : preaching,  class-meetings,  prayer-meetings  weekly,  and  the 

quarterly  administration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper.  They  shall 
keep  a record  of  the  same. 


ARTICLE  X. 

WARDROBE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  8.  They  shall  take  an  inventory  of  all  the  personal  belongings  of 
inmates  at  the  time  of  their  reception,  and  exempt  in  writing  all  articles 
loaned  to  them.  They  shall  have  charge  of  all  clothing  donated  to  the 
Home  ; they  shall  look  after  the  comforts  of  the  family,  and  supply  its 
members  with  clothing,  purchasing  material  when  needed.  When  notified 
of  the  death  of  an  inmate,  they,  with  the  Matron,  shall  take  charge  of  his 
or  her  effects,  placing  the  clothes  in  the  wardrobe  and  paying  the  money 
to  the  Treasurer.  All  requests  for  clothing  must  come  through  the  Matron. 
They  shall  keep  a careful  record  of  their  work. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SICK. 

No.  9.  The  Committee  for  the  Sick  shall  visit  the  sick.  They  shall  co- 
operate with  the  Matron  in  providing  suitable  nourishment  for  them,  and 
assist  in  giving  them  such  special  attention  and  care  as  they  may  need. 
On  the  death  of  any  inmate  they  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  funeral 
and  keep  the  burial  register,  notify  the  Managers  of  the  church  to  which 
he  or  she  belonged,  and  invite  the  pastor  of  the  deceased  to  attend  the 
funeral.  They  shall  keep  a correct  record  of  their  transaction  in  the 
minute-book  of  the  committee. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  CASE  AND  FANCY  WORK. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to 
have  at  all  times  such  fancy  articles  on  sale  as  have  been  given  by  friends 
of  the  Home  and  its  Managers. 

This  committee  shall  receive  all  articles  left  over  from  the  fairs  or  sales, 
that  have  been  gotten  up  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

They  shall  have  a case  in  which  to  exhibit  their  goods. 

The  case  shall  be  left  in  care  of  the  Matron  and  she  shall  be  authorized 
to  sell  articles  to  visitors  at  the  Home,  at  the  price  placed  on  them  by  the 
committee. 

All  money  from  these  sales  shall  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

This  committee  shall  report  every  month  to  the  Board.  They  shall  also 
keep  a book  of  account  for  reference. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

THE  HOME  WORK  COMMITTEE. 

This  committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  work  done  by  the  inmates  of 
the  Home  through  the  year,  and  shall  consist  of  six  members  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  inmates  have  material  to  work  with,  such  mate- 
rial, as  far  as  possible,  to  be  donated. 

They  shall  direct  the  old  people  in  this  work,  and  in  every  way  teach 
them  to  be  helpful  to  the  Home  and  to  themselves. 

A case  shall  be  placed  where  all  visiting  the  Home  can  see  the  work  of 
the  inmates  and  have  an  opportunity  to  purchase  articles.  The  Matron 
shall  have  charge  of  the  case  in  the  absence  of  the  committee. 

All  articles  must  be  marked  by  the  committee  and  sold  at  their  prices. 
All  money  from  sales  must  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Work 
Committee.  The  committee  shall  report  each  month  and  shall  keep  an 
account  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

No.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Library  Committee  to  solicit  dona- 
tions of  suitable  books,  or  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  such  books  for  a 
library  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home.  They  shall  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  shall  best  promote  the  object  for  which  the  Library 
is  established. 

They  shall  keep  a catalogue  of  the  books  and  a complete  record  of  their 
transactions. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

READING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  read  to  those  members 
of  the  family  who,  through  the  loss  of  sight  or  other  disability,  are  unable 
to  read  for  themselves,  and  who  may  desire  their  services,  the  time  and 
arrangement  for  the  reading  to  be  regulated  by  the  committee.  They  shall 
keep  a record  of  their  work. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

SANITARY  COMMITTEE. 

No.  13  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  regularly  examine  the 
grounds,  building,  apartments  and  furniture  of  the  Home,  with  a view 
and  with  authority  to  regulate  their  sanitary  condition.  They  shall  keep 
correct  minutes  of  their  work. 
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ARTICLE  XVII. 


FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

No.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  proper  savings  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  to  deposit  its 
funds,  and  all  investments  or  loans  shall  be  first  approved  by  this  com- 
mittee before  being  made  by  the  Board.  The  President  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  this  committee. 
They  shall  keep  a record  of  their  transactions. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

PRINTING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  publish  the  annual  re- 
port and  attend  to  the  necessary  printing  during  the  year.  * 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

No.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  each  year,  and  if 
found  correct,  to  certify  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

No.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  see  that  the  proper 
bond  is  signed  ; to  receive  the  admission  fee  and  all  property  of  the  appli- 
cant ; to  obtain  and  hold  the  bank  book  of  the  applicant,  if  any  exist ; to 
assign  a suitable  room  and  to  attend  to  his  or  her  reception  into  the  Home. 
They  shall  keep  a record  of  their  work  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

ABSENTEES. 

Every  person  serving  on  a committee  shall  attend  faithfully  to  all  the 
duties  appertaining  to  such  committee.  If  a member  of  a committee  ab- 
sent herself  from  the  meetings  of  the  committee  without  excuse,  the 
secretary  of  that  committee  shall  inquire,  by  letter,  the  cause  of  such 
absence. 

For  the  second  absence,  without  excuse,  her  name  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Board,  which  may  appoint  another  person  in  her  place  on  said  com- 
mittee. 

Any  manager  resigning  from  the  Board  after  having  served  three  suc- 
cessive years,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing, be  placed  on  the  Honorary  Roll,  and  have  a voice  without  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Board.  She  may  also  be  appointed  on  Special  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

OFFICERS  OF  COMMITTEE. 

The  member  first  named  on  a committee  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

DECORUM . 

No  person  shall  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  meetings  without 
giving  satisfactory  reasons  ; and  no  conversations  but  such  as  relate  to 
business  shall  be  allowed  during  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  each  person 
speaking  must  address  the  Chair. 
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ARTICLE  XXIV. 

POWERS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

The  several  standing  committees  shall  have  entire  and  exclusive  control, 
in  the  several  departments  over  which  they  have  supervision  under  the 
directions  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

MATRON. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  in  January,  a lady,  who  is  a mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  shall  be  elected 
Matron  by  ballot,  to  hold  her  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 
She  must  be  not  only  qualified  for  all  the  duties  of  a housekeeper,  but  pos- 
sess such  tenderness  of  nature,  good  judgment  and  Christian  kindness,  as 
shall  make  a happy  and  comfortable  home  for  the  aged  persons  entrusted 
to  her  care. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

SPIRITUOUS  LIQUORS. 

No  alcoholic  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  house  unless  ordered  by 
the  physician,  and  in  that  case  to  be  administered  by  the  Matron.  Any 
delicacies  brought  for  the  sick  must  also  be  submitted  to  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

DEVOTIONS. 

Family  prayers  shall  be  observed  immediately  after  breakfast ; the  Scrip- 
tures shall  be  read  by  the  Matron,  and  prayer  offered  by  her,  or  one  of  the 
inmates  whom  she  may  designate. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 


MEALS. 

Breakfast  shall  be  served  at  7:30  a.  M.,  from  May  to  October,  and  at  8 
o’clock  from  October  to  May.  Dinner  at  one  o’clock,  and  tea  at  6 o’clock, 
throughout  the  year.  Meals  sent  to  the  rooms  shall  be  served  half  an  hour 
eirlier. 


ARTICLE  XXIX. 
LIGHTS. 


All  unnecessary  lights  and  fires  shall  be  extinguished  by  nine  o’clock 
at  night. 


ARTICLE  XXX. 

ADMISSION  AND  RULES. 

Section  1.  ^There  shall  be  an  admission  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100),  with  suitable  wardrobe,  for  every  person  receiving  the  benefits  of 
the  Home. 

Sec.  2.  Each  beneficiary,  when  first  admitted,  shall  be  upon  probation 
for  the  term  of  six  months.  At  the  expiration  of  said  term  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall,  as  they  deem  expedient,  dismiss  or  confirm  the  applicant 
as  a regular  inmate  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  not  confirmed  as  an  inmate  shall  be  refunded  the 
admission  fee  paid,  after  deducting  therefrom  as  a compensation  for  board, 
three  dollars  ($3.00)  per  week  for  the  time  the  person  has  remained  in  the 
Home  ; all  other  property  shall  also  be  returned  . 

Sec.  4.  All  furniture  and  other  property  brought  into  the  Home  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Home,  unless  exempted  by  special  agreement. 
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All  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  those  who  shall  be  received 
as  permanent  inmates,  must  be  secured  to  the  Home  at  the  time  they  are 
admitted.  Such  property  will  not  be  returned  should  such  inmates  volun 
tarily  choose  to  leave  the  Home. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  donate  to  each  inmate,  annually,  a sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  three  dollars  if  they  deem  proper,  for  the  personal 
use  of  the  inmate,  for  benevolent  contributions  or  other  expenses. 

Sec.  5.  Property  acquired  after  admission  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  se- 
cured to  the  Home  if  the  inmates  shall  elect  to  remain. 

Sec.  6.  All  inmates  who  are  capable  will  be  required  to  render  any 
proper  service  in  their  power  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home  and  the  assist- 
ance of  each  other.  It  is  expected  that  every  inmate  will  attend  daily 
family  worship,  and  go  to  the  dining-room  for  meals,  unless  in  either  case 
prevented  by  sickness,  certified  to  by  the  visiting  physician  or  the  Matron. 
Inmates  who  desire  to  visit  their  friends  may  do  so  unless  inclemency  of 
the  weather  or  bodily  infirmity  renders  it  injudicious  for  the  Matron  to 
grant  permission  ; on  leaving  they  must  state  to  the  Matron  the  probable 
length  of  absence,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  be  visited. 
If  they  have  occasion  to  prolong  their  visit,  notice  of  such  intention  must 
be  sent  to  the  Matron. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  solicit  assistance  or  to  procure  work 
without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  No  inmate  shall  be 
allowed  to  enter  any  place  where  beer  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  or  dis- 
tributed, or  to  partake  of  such  drinks  outside  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  8.  No  inmate  shall  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with  the 
Matron  or  domestics.  If  the  inmate  has  cause  for  complaint,  it  must  be 
made  known  to  the  President  or  Visiting  Committee,  who,  if  necessary, 
shall  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  9.  To  preserve  order  and  harmony  in  the  household,  implicit  obedi- 
ence must  be  yielded  to  the  Matron,  and  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Home.  Persistent  disobedience,  after  suitable  admonition  and  warn- 
ing will  be  followed  by  expulsion  from  the  Home. 

Sec.  10.  All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  own- 
er’s name. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  inmates  marry,  they  forfeit  their  place  in  the  Home. 

ARTICLE  XXXI. 

RECORDS. 

The  Board  shall  provide  suitable  and  uniform  minute-books,  in  which 
each  standing  committee  shall  enter  a correct  record  of  its  proceedings. 
Said  book  shall  be  presented  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  for  inspection. 
The  Board  shall  also  provide  uniform  books  for  registers,  inventories, 
donations,  records,  cash,  etc.,  properly  ruled  and  titled. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 

PHYSICIANS. 

• .4 

The  Board  shall  appoint  two  or  more  physicians,  to  be  known  as  the 
Home  Physicians,  to  attend  upon  the  sick  ; and  they  shall  be  requested  to 
serve  without  compensation. 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

COUNSEL. 

The  Board  shall  appoint  a lawyer  as  attorney,  and  invite  him  to  act  as 
counsel  to  the  Home  without  compensation. 
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ARTICLE  XXXIV 

DUTIES  OF  THE  MATRON 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  care 
of  the  Home,  and  keep  it  in  neat  order,  under  the  direction  of  the  Man- 
agers and  observation  of  the  standing  committees;  to  enforce  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  an  impartial  manner;  to  treat  the  inmates 
with  respect,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  insure  their  comfort;  to  be  present  at 
meals,  to  see  that  they  are  properly  prepared  and  served,  and  that  every- 
thing is  on  the  table  before  the  family  sit  down,  that  proper  order  is  ob- 
served at  the  table  and  that  time  is  allowed  for  asking  a blessing  before 
each  meal. 

She  shall  make  a list  of  whatever  supplies  are  necessary,  and  hand  to  the 
Table  Committee. 

She  shall  keep  in  a book  an  account  of  every  article  received  in  the  Home; 
whether  purchases  or  donations;  by  whom  sent,  and  the  date. 

She  must  go  through  the  house  and  see  that  everything  is  properly  ar- 
ranged for  the  night. 

She  shall  provide  suitable  nourishment  for  the  sick,  and  may  request  any 
inmate,  who  may  be  able,  to  assist  her  in  nursing  or  otherwise  caring  for 
those  needing  special  attention. 

If  any  improper  conduct  is  observed,  she  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
President. 

ARTICLE  XXXV. 

VISITORS. 

The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the 
Home  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  9 to  11  a.  m.,  3 to  5 and  7 to  9 
o’clock,  p.  M.

I,  the  subscriber,  having  been  received  as  a beneficiary  of  “The  Brooklyn 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Home,”  a corporation  created  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  New  York,  do  hereby  assent  and  agree  to,  and  promise 
compliance  with  the  Constitution.  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  now  existing,  and  as  the  same  may, 
from  time  to  time,  hereafter  be  amended  or  modified. 

And,  in  consideration  of  such  admission  to  the  “Home,”  and  of  the 
benefits  secured  to  me  as  such  beneficiary,  and  in  order  to  reimburse  as  far 
as  may  be  within  my  power,  the  expense  which  such  corporation  may  have 
incurred,  or  may  be  subjected  to  for  my  support  and  maintenance,  and 
such  supplies  and  services  as  may  have  been  or  may  be  furnished  to  me, 
I do  hereby  sell,  assign,  grant,  convey  and  set  and  deliver  over  unto  the 
said  corporation  and  its  assigns  forever,  all  my  property,  real  and  personal; 
and  I do  also  undertake  and  agree,  that  in  case  I shall  hereafter  acquire, or 
become  entitled  to  any  property,  real  or  personal,  and  I shall  elect  to  re- 
main an  inmate  of  the  “Home,”  that  then,  and  in  such  case,  I will,  in  like 
manner,  sell,  assign,  grant,  convey,  and  set  and  deliver  over  unto  said  cor- 
poration, all  and  singular  the  property,  real  and  personal,  of  which  1 may 
hereafter  become  seized  or  possessed,  or  to  which  I may  become  entitled 
while  such  a beneficiary. 

And,  in  case  I shall  either  voluntarily,  or  in  pursuance,  or  under  the 
operations  of  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  aforesaid,  cease  to  be  a 
beneficiary  as  aforesaid;  and  shall  then,  or  shall  thereafter,  become  seized 
or  possessed  of,  or  entitled  to  any  property,  real  or  personal,  then  I do 
hereby  undertake  and  agree  to  reimburse  the  said  corporation  fully  for  my 
support  and  maintenance,  and  for  such  supplies  and  services  as  may  have 
been  furnished  me,  and  for  all  expenses  incurred,  and  moneys  laid  out  for 
my  use  and  benefit,  during  the  whole  time  that  I shall  have  been  such 
beneficiary.'
